7 at the Claypool Hotel. The con- 
vention, open to all in the tele- 
phone industry throughout the 
state, will meet hi a two, d^feses- 
sion starting on May 6. 


Secretary W. H. Beck of the 


Telephone Association hi an- 
nouncing Dr. Watson's talk, 
states that the state organization 
feels deeply honored by the dis- 
tinguished guest's acceptance of 
the invitation" to appear at the 
convention and realizes that the 
Indiana group has been paid a 
high compliment by this out^ 
standing figure whose experience 
extends over the entire history 
of telephony. 


When Dr. Watson was a young 


man he worked in the Williams 
electrical shop hi Boston and it 
was there he first met Bell, the 
inventor of the telephone, early 
in the whiter of 1874. At that 
time Bell was 
experimenting 


with the "harmonic telegraph" 
a device to send six or eieht 
Morse messages on a single wire 
at the same time without inter- 
ference. Watson was the actual 
builder who followed Bell's in- 
structions as the inventor had 
no such skill with his hands. 
During that winter the men 
came in close association as they 


with the telegraph apparatus. 


It was Watson who first heard 


those momentous words, "If. I 
could make a current of electri- 
city vary in intensity, precisely 
as the ah- varies in density dur- 
ing the production of a sound, I 
should be able to transmit speech 
telegraphically.

He conceived the idea of hav-

Sherman relates how the trio 


rehearsed their parts for the 
showing, delivering the,dramat- 
ic speeches from behind the 
aorous screen, which permitted 
a view of the picture from both 
sides.

A newspaper correspondent in a neighboring 


city discourses eloquently on the virtues of walk- 
.ing as an exercise. "There is no exercise so sta- 
ple and safe or more effective in "results than 
walking," he writes, but it should be "not an 
aimless stroll, but a brisk stepping along, with 
head up, chest expanded and snap and energy 
put into every stride."

Washington, April 29— (A.P.) 


—Bryan Untiedt, hero of the 
Colorado blizzard, arrived at the 
White House shortly after 9 o'- 
clock today to spend a day and 
a night as guest of President 
and Mrs. Hoover. ' , 


The boy •> wore a blue suit and 


in his hand was a small Ko- 
dak. As he walked up the front 
portico of the executive mansion 
he was received with all the for- 
mality accorded all White House 
visitors. The great front door 
was swung wide by a uniformed 
butler and Bryan walked inside 
to have breakfast in the family 
dining room. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Hoover al- 


ready had eaten as had Herbert 
Hoover, Jr., who arrived earlier 
in the morning from Asheville 
where he has been recuperating 
from an illness foe- six months. 


Untiedt was escorted by a se- 


cret service man who had ac- 
companied him from his home 
near Denver. 


In order to avoid publicity 


along the way the boy's depar- 
ture had been kept secret until 
late yesterday. 


The White House announced 


yesterday that Bryan was on his 
way to accept the President's in- 
vitation to spend a night at the 
executive mansion. The invita- 
tion was extended after Mr. 
Hoover read how Bryan had re- 
moved his own wraps to protect 
school mates trapped in the 
blizzard last month. On the bus 
were 21 children. Five of them 
— including Bryan's younger 
brother—froze to death, but the 
remainder were saved largely 
because the boy kept them ac- 
tive.
